— A dispatch from St. Joseph, June 23d, in 
the Missouri Republican, says that the Mis- 
souri and Western Telegraph Company com- 
menced setting poles for their line to Fort 
Kearney on Tuesday last, and are putting 
up, on an average, three miles per day.

Nomination Day a t Esquimalt 
Yesterday was quite a lively day at Es- 
quintal l. Early in the morning, the Oregon 
arrived and took her departure; and imme- 
diately after SherifF Naylor held his court 
for the nomination of a fit person to repre- 
sent Esquimalt Town in the present Assem- 
bly. A few Obstructives appeared on the 
ground, and a strong guard, composed of the 
veterans of the Reform party, surrounded 
the hustings. When the Sheriff announced 
himself ready to receive the nominations, 
Rob.-rt Burnabv, Esq., camo forward and 
moved that Capt. Gordon be a candidate. 
The nomination he somewhat fluently sup- 
ported by an eulogy on his candidate, which 
was very tamely received, none but a few 
office-holders or office-seekers applauding. 
H. P. Pellew Crease, Esq., then seconded 
the nomination. He also saw extraordinary 
merits in Mr. Gordon, although no one else, 
perhaps, but an astute legal gentleman 
could. H ) objected to Mr. De Cosmos, be- 
cause he was an editor of a newspaper, and 
stated that editors should not sit in the As- 
sembly. Fine liberal is he not? 

James Yates, Esq., then moved that 
William Alexander Smith.commonly known 
as Amor de Cosmos, be a candidate to re- 
present Esquimalt. Mr. Yates stated he 
had known Mr. Da Cosmos for over two 
years, and during that time he gave him 
every cause to believe him a thoroughly 
honest man; and one: who would do more 
.rood for the country than any one eithenn 
the Assembly or out of it. J. D. Carroll, 
Esq., then seconded the nomination, sup- 
porting it with a few brief remarks. 

Mr. Gordon then appeared at the hustings 
to give an account of his stewardship, and 
.how cause why he should be re-elected.

ber. It amounted simply to assertions with- 
out facts. When he referred lo his efforts in 
behalf of Esquimalt road, on being cross- 
questioned by Mr. Waddington, it turned 
out that nearly all the money subscribed for 
the Esquimalt turnpike was subscribe! by 
members of the Reform party — Messrs 
Waddington and Young heading the list 
with S500 each — whilst a mere trifle was 
subscribed by the Obstructives, and nothing 
by Mr. Gordon. So the road crotchet was 
used up. He referred to the liberal system 
for raising the revenue to support Mr. Gor- 
don and the government. But when an ex- 
planation about the£20,000 loan was named 
ha floundered out an unintelligible some- 
thing that convinced all unbiassed persons 
that the loan was merely an election sell. 
The deception, however, was so apparent, 
that the Obstructive candidate suffered the 
mortification of being unable to convince his 
former constituents. Then ho wound up by 
a personal attack on the Editor of the Col- 
onist, for publishing certain strictures 
against him. 

Mr. De Cosmos then mounted the hint- 
ing and made some remarks, showing that 
he had his name changed owing to the great 
difficulty in getting his letters. He also 
read a letter showing conclusively that he 
was not a citizen of the United Slates, as the 
Obstructives had falsely stated. He passed 
some biting strictures on Mr. Burnaby for his 
dubious political mancmivres. Then dressed 
down Mr. Creaso for professing to be a He- 
former, and now coming forward to Buppnrt 
Mr. Gordon, a clear-grit Obstructive. Ho 
explained that if elected he would use every 
means to put the present road to Esquimalt 
in a firstrato condition before winter sets in. 
In reference to the general interests of the 
colony, ho pledged himself to support ihoso 
political measures anil doctrines which ho 
had advocated during the past two yoais, 
Ilis remarks wero well received by the ma- 
jority present, who greeted his retirement 
from the stand by three cheers. 

The Sheriff then called for a show of 
hands for the candidates. For Mr. Gordon 
two or throe hands wero held up. On calling 
foi a show of hands for Mr. De Cosmos 
nearly all present held up their hands. He 
then declared Mr. Do Cosmos duly elected 
by a show of hands. Mr. Creaso then de- 
manded a poll for Mr. Gordon, and the 
Sheriff announced that a poll would bo 
opened at eight p'olpolt this morning. 

A vote of thuiika was then tendered the 
Sheriff and the electors dispersed. 



On the whole, the result was a moral vic- 
tory over the Obstructives, and a practical 
demonstration of the repugnance of the 
electors for Mr. Gordon. 

Reformers, Rally! 

We hope Reformers will devote this day 
to advance Reform principles. Before eight 
o'clock there should be a strong rally around 
the polls at Esquimalt. Our cause is sacred, 
and on our exertions to-day will depend 
whether an Obstructive shall be defeated, 
or the Liberal candidate returned. Every 
exertion will be made; nothing.no matter 
how iniquitous, will stop the Obstructives in 
trying to elect their candidate. On the close 
of the poll to-day, it will be discovered 
whether we are to be ruled for another year 
by an Obstructive and illiberal government, 
or whether a new era will be inaugurated, 
and Reform principles be the guiding star 
of this promising but misgoverned colony. 
Reformers, Rally ! one and all. 

A CkSK or Conspiracy.— The charge of 
attempted rape, preferred a short time since 
by a squaw against Sergeant Carey of the 
Police, was yesterday disposed of by a jury 
in the Court of Assizes, in rather a sum- 
mary manner. The evidence was so con- 
tradictory in its character, and withal, came 
from such dubious sources, that the jury 
had no hesitation in returning a verdict of 
" not guilty," without leaving their seats 
There is not the least doubt but a bitter 
feeling of hatred has been raised in the 
breasts of the Indians and the Kanaka*- 
residing on Humboldt street, against Carey 
because of his energy in ferreting out cases 
of whiskey selling to natives; and also be 
cause of his endeavoring to break up a 
house of ill-fame adjoining the residence 
of the complainant. The woman and her 
friends, however/ do not seem lo have been 
alone in this mailer; but several white 
men, it is said, were interested in having 
Carey put out of the way. We have even 
heard that members of the police force 
were concerned in the disgraceful transac- 
tion. If there be any foundation in this 
report a thorough investigation should at 
once be made by the Police Commissioner. 
We hope the mailer will not be allowed to 
rest as at present. 

Petition Against a Wine Duty.— Five 
of our Chinese merchants, accompanied by 
Geo.

We really cannot see 
the propriely of a reduclion. Wine is no 
more essential to the existence of Chinamen 
than brandy to that of white men. A reduc- 
tion made ill favor of one class, should bo 
immediately followed by a reduction in 
favor of the other. 

The Extiudition Case. — We have 
heard no more of the demand made upon 
our authorities by the Acting-Governor of 
Washington Territory for the arrest of the 
Indian Buspected of robbing and burning 
the schooners Blue Wing and Helen Maria. 
It is desirable that a decision should be 
given as soon possible, in order that some 
understanding may he established between 
the two Governments, to servo as a prece- 
dent for all future cases of the kind. 

A Chance tor a Charitable Limb or 
the Law. — The case of Edward Snelling, 
charged with having murdered James 
McCabe, alias Simtnoiiils, some two weeks 
since, on tho Saanioh road, has been set for 
trial on Monday next, in the Court of As- 
sizes. We learn that Snelling is very poor, 
and liiis not a sixpence with which to fee 
a counsel. A clianco is offered for some 
lawyer to show his generosity by stopping 
forward and taking chargo of his case 
gratuitously. Who will do it ?

Court of Assizes. 

FRIO a y, August 10, 1SG0. 

The Court met at half-past 10 o'clock. His 
Honor, Chief Justice Cameron, presiding. 

The following persons were sworn in as a 
grand jury for the term : 

A. C. Anderson, A. H. Guild, Thos. Harris, 
G. H. King, J. G. Norris, Thos. Patlriok, C. 
W. Wallace, Chas. FritcharU, T. N. Hibban, 
M. C. Mbnsarrat. E. H. Jackson, F. Pearkes, 
F. De St. Ours, Wm. Walls, Robt. Homfray, 
N. Moore, James Webster, T. J. Skinner,

His Honor addressed the grand jury in a 
brief manner : instructing them as to the 
•nature of their duties, etc. 

FOREIGNERS ON JURIES. 

Mr. Win. Pickett, merchant of Wharf 
street, asked to be excused from serving as 
a grand juror, on account of being a for- 
eigner. 

The Attorney General replied, that owing 
to the small population, the Crown was com- 
pelled to call upon foreigners to serve as 
jurymen. Mr. Pickett was excused, how- 
ever, and the jury ioliiuu to deliberate. 

THE CASE OF POLICEMAN JONES. 

The Attorney General — Your lordship, ill 
the case of Regihatw. Jones, I find that all 
the witnesses, as usual, have disappeared, 
and the principal witness was noteven bound 
over to appear. 

Mr. King moved that Jones be discharged 
from custody. 

The Attorney General had no objection to 
his being discharged ; but his honor said he 
should retain him in custody until the close 
of the session, as the court had reason to be- 
lieve that the principal witness would be 
forthcoming; at all events, time must be 
taken to see. 

[Jones, it will be remembered, was a 
policeman of Victoria and was arrested 
some time since, on a charge of robbing one 
Darch of $153.] 

MURDER CASE. 

The grand jury, through T. J. Skinner, 
Esq., the foreman, roturued an indictment 
in a few moments, against a Songisli In- 
dian named Gall-quail; for the murder of 
Yah-qu-mah, a Fort Rupert .chief, on the 
morning of the 7th of July last. .Mr. King 
appeared for the prisoner: and the Attorney 
General for ihe prosecution. A jury was 
impauneled with Wm. Leigh, Esq., as fore- 
man. 

Bah-bon-sah. a Cowitchan, was sworn 
through J. W. McNeil, interpreter. He 
testified to seeing a Songiah Indian named 
Slok-hol. stab the Fort Rupeit chief while 
the prisoner held the latter's arms, and pre- 
Tentrd him offering any resistance. 

Dr. Dickson testified that ho had exam- 
ined the wouuds received by deceased: ho 
was statibed all .over; some forty or fifty 
knife-wounds were, on his body ; tirst saw 
him lying on the ground near the Sonyish 
lodges, with his bowels cut out. 

Otto YVeihe, sergeant of police, sworn:— 
Acted as interpreter in the case of the pris- 
oner, when he was examined before Judge 
Pemberton ; he made a statement of the 
atlair : he was not pressed to make answers ; 
spoke' to him in Chinook ; when he affixed 
'■ his mark " to the statement, he took hold 
of the top of the pen. 

The witness ,vas subjected to a rigid 
oross-eatamination by the counsel for de- 
fence in regard lo the manner of making the 
statement. 

Mr. Fving finally objected to the statement 
being lead as evidence, and said he hail no 
doubt the piUoner had been misled into 

m The 8 objection was overruled, ai d the 
statement read. 

No evidence was called for the defence. 
Mr Ring addressed the jury lor the defence, 
and the Attorney General for the prosecution. 
Alter a briel charge iiom the Judge, the 
case was given to the jury, who roturued 
afler an absence of about an hour and a hall 
with a verdict of guilty Ol minder Hi the 
fir=t degree, with n very strung recommend- 
ation to meicy. 

ATTEMPT AT MURDER. 

The case of R. X. Lewis, charged with 
shooting an Indian named " Johnson, ! some 
time since, was called on. 

Messrs. Ring and MoCreight, counsel for 
the defence, applied for a postponement ol 
the case until Monday, lull the Attorney- 
General opposed the application, on -the 
ground that he was learlul the witnesses 
might be induced to leave. 

The defence urged dial there were two 
witnesses whoso attendance it was neoes- 
aary for them to piocure before proceeding 
with the case. 

His Honor decided lo postpone the case 
until Monday next. 

RMJINA vs. CARNEY. 
The case of Edward Carney, indicted for 
assaulting John Sullivan with intent to 
commit bodily injury, was called on; but 
li„- witnesses lor the prosecution not being 
present, was postponed it till end of term. 

ATTK MP I' E L) RAPE, 

Joseph W. Carey, " sergeant ol the "J Glo- 
ria police force, was arraigned on an indict- 
ment charging him with having attempted 
to ravish the person of an Indian squaw (.) 
named Kat-e-kah. 

Attorney-General Cary opened the case 
for the prosecution in a few bnof remarks, 
and called the principal witness to the stand 

Kat-e-kah, a squaw, sworn — Remembered 
Carey coining to her holts.! one Sunday ; he 
took 'her man to jail ; Carey oame back 
afterwards, and put two women out pi the 
house; after the women had been driven 
away, he shut the door and made certain 
nronosals to me! he olloreil to take my hus- 
band mil of jail if I consented ; while Carey 
WR8 speaking to me, a woman canii) to the 
window ; Carey look up a stick and told her 



to go away 



ho then pushed me down : I 



band had been put in jail, I went and saw 
him. 1 told my husband that the police- 
man had made proposals to me about a day 
after. No other visitors had ever taken 
similar liberties with mej people visit my 
house; nothing improper goes on there: no 
white man has talked to me since. I made 
my complaint about this case ; no one told 
me to have a letter written to Mr. Pember- 
ton ; the Indiana don't like Carey; all 
policemen are good but Carey; told my 
husband of the assault but he did not say 
anything: knew what Carey wanted when 
he ordered the two women out. I didn't 
tell them to stay. Spoke to a white man 
about the affair before it came before Judge 
Pemberton; don't know who he is; spoke 
to some colored persons. 

The woman's evidence was very contra- 
dictory all through. 

Several other witnesses were called on 
the part of the prosecution; but their evi- 
dence was of the most contradictory charac- 
ter, and awoke grave suspicions of a con- 
spiracy in the minds of all present. 

Mr. Ring opened the case for the defence, 
and alluded to the manner in which the 
evidence for the prosecution had been given. 
He claimed that it was a conspiracy gotten 
up by certain parties, on account of Carey's 
activity as an officer in breaking up houses 
ofill-fame and in preventing the sale of 
liquor lo Indians. 

Mr. MoCauley — sworn for the defence — 
Have hail a conversation with Kat-a-kah 
about this case; she told me Carey did not 
throw heron the bed ; met her near the Com- 
pany's store ; asked her about this aflair : 
she told that Carey had pushed her and she 
had pushed him towards the door ; she was 
" down on Carey" she said, because he had 
arrested her husband for selling liquor; 
she said Carey had asked favors of her, but 
he had pushed her only a little and she 
had pushed him out of the door. 

To a Juror— She did not JteJl me that 
Carey returned again after having been 
pushed out. 

Oliicer Andrews, sworn— -Remember the 
squaw's husband being arrested for selling 
liquor; went on duly with Cary that day at 
12 o'clock : saw him brin« in the prisoner in 
the course of the afternoon ; he said it was 
Kat-c-katYa husband: knew Kat-e-kah from 
Ihe fact that a complaint had been made 
against her husband for beating bar a few 
days before ; he might have gone iiack to 
the squaw's huuse without my knowledge; 
did not aee him for three-fourths of an hour 
afler he took the prisoner in. 

Wm. Burns, a Kanaka, sworn— Was woke 
up one nig ht by one Nuhor to wite a letter 
to Judge Peu'.berton, telling him of this 
affair, [letter produced and readj ; have had 
a conversation with the lady since the com- 
plaint was made: knew a man named Dav- 
ison had had a talk with Nahor. 

Mr. Cary .did not understand how it was 
that the affair was allowed to slumber for a 
fortnight, nnd was then brought to light 
through the exertions of Wm. Burns and 
one Nahor: but the discrepancy in the evi- 
dence is not importaul— it only raises the 
question whether the accused had or had 
not a slick in his hand when the women 
came to the window; if you consider the 
lapse of time before the complaint, and the 
feelings towards Carey, the affair is suspi- 
cious ; but l-bc simple question is, do yoa 
believe the simple evidence of the three In- 
dian women .' If JWU do, you must find a 
verdiot .of guifoy. The whole case hinges 
on their evidence. 

The case was given to the jury after a 
few remarks from His Honor ; and that 
body, after consulting together about one 
moment, returned a verdict of " Not 
Guilty," without leaving their seals. Tho 
spectators, o: which Ihere were a large 
nuaiber present, fairly shook the building 
with their applause, and many pressed for- 
ward and congratulated Carey (who seemed 
much afflicted), upon his acquittal. Judge 
Cameron infotmed Carey that he left the 
court room without a stain upon his charac- 
ter, and he departed for his home, surroun- 
ded by numerous friends. 

The' Court was adjourned to to-morrow 
(Saturday) morning, at 10 o'clock.
